2. Material being challenged must be read in its entirety before proceed.ng to 

the next step (Reconsideration Form). 

3. Once material has been read, the concerned party may ask for the Request 
for Reconsideration of Library Materials form. 

4 Form is completed and turned into the building principal. 

5 A standing committee consisting of the building principal, librarian several 
" teachers, and additional administrators as deemed appropriate reads the 

material. During the reconsideration process, copies remain in circulation 
until a decision is reached by the committee. 

6 Committee members convene for discussion within four weeks of receiving 
' the completed Reconsideration form. The librarian provides copies of 

professional material/reviews regarding the book. A decision is reached at 
this time.

In the first chapter the games are explained , the distiricts not only have to send their 
childern to be killed but they have to watch the games on tv.

The childern are appointed a mentor for the games, his job is to secure sponsers for 
them which will send needed items to them in the arena, people sponsor who they 
think will win and the rich place bets on the outcome of the games. 
The main chacters sponsor is a drunkard and this is referred to often in the book but 
here is a good example " Justffao Haysmith staggers into the compartment "I miss 
supper?" he saysjn a slurred voice. Then he vomits over the expensive carpef and 
falls in the mess.:, page 47 ) 

For a few moments Peeta and I take in the scene of our mentor trying to rise out the 
slippery vile stuff from his stomach.;; page 48 )
